D O M E S T IC N E W S. 


T he C hicago S trike, a Going; B ack to T h eir 
W ork. 


C h ic a g o , November 15th.—All opposi­ 
tion to Powderly’s order directing the 
striking packing-house employes to return 
to work seems to have vanished. This 
m orning the m en assembled at their re­ 
spective headquarters as indicated in the 
Sheriffs order of yesterday, and applied for 
re-employment. The crowd was orderly, 
and perfectly quiet. 
The foremen of the 
different houses selected such men as they 
required at once, and the rem ainder then 
departed, evidently satisfied 
that 
they 
would be taken back as soon as the houses 
were in full running shape. 
The num ber 
of old men re-employed this m orning is be­ 
tween 1,200 and 1,500. Advices ju st re­ 
ceived from the yards indicate that no diffi­ 
culty between the old and new employes is 
anticipated. 
All strikers taken back are 
compelled to sign a paper, in which they 
ag reejjjt to leave their work w ithout giv­ 
ing their employers two weeks’ notice. On 
the other band, the packers agree not to 
discharge any of their men w ithout giving 
them two weeks’ notice. To still further 
bind the men to their agreement, each one 
is required to deposit $50 with his employ­ 
er, this sum to be taken gradually out of 
his wages.

The 
exacting of such a condition upon re-em­ 
ployment was generally approved by (hose 
present, but the association, as a body, did 
not adopt it formally.

CONDUCT OF THE STRIKERS. 


C h ic a g o , November 15th—p. u .—Con­ 
trary to expectation, the day at the stock­ 
yards was quieter than for several weeks. 
All told, about 10,000 ex-strikers made 
formal application for work, but not over 
•en per cent, were given imm ediate em­ 
ployment. 
The indications this evening 
are decidedly of a peaceful character, no 
disturbances having been reported. Thirty- 
five imported men at A rm our’s resigned 
this afternoon, and were furnished an es­ 
cort of troops to the depot. The men were 
booted on their way, but there was no 
demonstration of violence. The strikers 
who have returned to work have already 
begun to m ake it very unpleasant for the 
new men in a quiet m anner. No overt 
acts could be charged, but num erous little 
things occurred this afternoon calculated 
to harrow up their feelings without furnish­ 
ing a real pretext for complaint. If things 
remain as quiet to-morrow, General Fitz­ 
sim mons says he will recommend that the 
troops he withdraw n on W ednesday or 
Thursday.

transm itted to Congress this year w ithout 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, because of the refusal of those officers 
to comply with law, are naturally anxious 
to strengthen tl.tm selves in every practica­ 
ble way with Senators and ¡Representatives. 
Of course the suggestion that members of the 
police force should become lobbyists was 
culpable, irrespective of anything in it 
tuoking to the use of pressure which m ight 
he e.-erted on account of private frailties or 
the misconduct of legislators. 
It is diffi­

except such as m ight be due to inform a­ 
tion obtained by them in the performance 
of their official duties.

Commissioner W heatley, 'w ho presided, 
showed considerable nervousness, as did 
Superintendent Walker, who conferred in 
whispers constantly with attorney Davis, 
who conducted the prosecution.

L o n d o n , November 15th.—Right Hon. 
Henry Chaplin, M. P., has created consid­ 
erable alarm by a speech to the land­ 
owners, tenant-farm ers and laborers in 
Lincolnshire, in which he hinted very 
strongly at Protection as a remedy for the 
present depression in English agriculture 
and manufacture. 
H e said that wheat 
coultl no longer be cultivated at a profit in 
England, and the depression was sffecting 
other branches of industry. The destruc 
tion of wheat-growing was a danger which 
the Government could not ignore. The 
country m ust decide what it would do in 
the face of so great a danger. The duty on 
foreign m anufactured articles m ight be a 
remedy. If the proceeds of any such duty 
were devoted, for instance, to the encour­ 
agement of wheat-growing in this country, 
it would obviate the great danger to which 
he alluded, 
and 
would 
tend to 
the 
im provem ent of both the trade and agri­ 
culture 
of 
the 
Kingdom, while 
still 
m aintaining to 
the utm ost extent the 
present cheap prices of food for the people. 
H e did not see why there should not be 
considerable reform iu the fiscal system, 
by which taxation m ight be lightened and 
the foreign producer who used English 
m arkets be compelled to pay his fair share 
towards the revenue of the country. Chap­ 
lin's speech has created a great sensation 
here. 
W hile there is a growing belief in 
the necessity of protection as the only sal­ 
vation of the farmers, who have been re­ 
duced to the Last extrem ity by the im por­ 
tation, free of duty, of products from 
America and elsewhere, nobody had the 
courage to give it expression. It will not, 
therefore, cause much surprise if protective 
measures are strongly urged upon Parlia­ 
m ent during the next session.

dolph Churchill, Chancellor of the Ex­ 
chequer, said to-day that protection would 
undoubtedly help to raise a party to ride 
into power in the event of another Parlia­ 
m entary election.

interest reported throughout the nortli is, 
we refieat, very gratifying, and leads to 
th e belief th at the energetic activity so 
long needed is now to be realized. 
W hen 
men are convicted of individual duty and 
set about to do it, effective results and re­ 
wards may be looked for. 
W e are getting 
down to the working, self-sacrificing plane 
now, and every resident of th e central and 
and northern sections should consider it a 
personal, bounden duty to aid to his u t­ 
most all the approved means employed to 
hasten the consummation all desire. 
Our 
section has capacity for legions of desir­ 
able immigrants, and it can have them if 
we exert ourselves. 
But it must be by per­ 
sonal labor, personal interest felt, personal 
contribution of tim e and means to the ex­ 
ten t of ability, personal aid rendered in

The whole m atter, the premises 
and the conclusion ; the whole sermon— 
all the sermons ever preached and all the 
papers ever w ritten upon the subject— may­ 
be summed up ir. two words, which em ­ 
brace the beginning and end of the whole 
question—|>ersonal eflirt. 


THE VAGRANT CLASS. 


The Kan Diego Union devotes a leader 
to the immediate need of expelling a por­ 
tion of the population of th at flourishing 
city-. Those it desires to lie rid of are tech­ 
nically termed the “lover class," a more 
appropriate designation may not be named. 
These human pests of which our contem­ 
porary complains as a disgrace to that 
comm unity have their representatives in 
all cities. 
They are less offensive and no­ 
ticeable in the metropolis, because they 
arc swallowed 
up 
in the m ultitudes 
th a t throng the streets. 
In smaller cities, 
however, they are conspicuous objects on 
th e highway and by reason of their vices, 
th e tyranny they exercise over a debased 
class 
of 
women, 
the 
privity 
they 
m aintain to crim e and their presence upon 
th e streets, they arc certainly objects of 
public attention. 
T hey are, therefore, to 
interior eities, th e worst of nuisances, 
more to be despised and abhored than the 
unfortunate women, upon whose wages of 
sham e they live. 
They are blood relatives 
to wretches known in police parlance as 
“opium fiends," and like them all, more or 
less constantly concerned in petty crime. 
They seldom hesitate to “ roll” a drunken 
man, and no: infrequently proceed so far 
as to knock down and rob. 
They are “con­ 
fidence men” often, and cowards always. 
They hang about low saloons and aw ait 
opportu-.dtiei th a t always offer in such 
places, to rob the intoxicated and cheat 
guiltless ignorance. 
They never labor, 
y et are uniformily well dressed—in short, 
they are vagrants w ithout having the ap­ 
pearance. 
The San Diego paper calls for 


this class to he banished from th at com- 
m nuity. 
On several occasions th at order 
has been made and enforced here, but a 
new crop of these pests comes on at once 
to supply the places vacated. 
A better 
method than banishment, which is simply 
the shifting of evil from one city to another, 
and which has hut doubtful support of the 
law, would lie to prevent the class getting 
a foothold or developing, by enforcing 
upon them honest industry. 
As vagrants 
they may be taken and convicted, as has 
b eta done, and should lie more frequently 
still. 
W hen in the clutches of the law 
they should be made to labor, hard and 
long. 
The local authorities have 
the 
[lower to keep convicted prisoners at work. 
T hat labor should be disagreeable— no 
easy task, none th at will invite the shift­ 
less to th e comforts of the jail. 
The 
“ lower class ” do not fear banishm ent— in 
fact, they are accustumed to i t ; indeed, 
we judge they rath er like it, but work 
they abhor beyond all things th at are 
burdens. 
The Union, w hile insisting on 
banishment, 
also advises a chain-gang 
regulation for these well-dressed losfers, 
but th at is scarcely sufficient. 
W hat is 
needed is—so long as we have county 
jails— labor systems w ithin them . 
The 
day will come when the jail will be aban­ 
doned and central prisons will take their 
places. 
But even under the present sys­ 
tem prisoners in our jails may be kept 
actively employed at hard labor, and 
those convicted should he so engaged, and 
the jails supplied w ith vagrants so rapidly 
and w ith such certainty th at the offensive 
class will be weeded o ut,.either by volun­ 
tary retirem ent from the State altogether, 
or by resolution to labor outside of ja il to 
avoid hard work w ithin it. 
W ith the 
labor habit fastened iqsin him, the “ lover” 
is less likely to return, on discharge, to 
vagrant practices. 
Enforced labor is the 
one chief and all-sufficient remedy, and 
those communities th at most vigorously 
apply it, will be the least afflicted by the 
vagrant class. 


THE FRUIT-GROWERS. 


SIXTH 
ANNUAL 
CONTENTION 
BEING HELD IN THIS CITY. 


A n u m b e r of philanthropists are ac­ 
tively interesting themselves in behalf of 
the convicted Chicago Anarchists, who 
are to justly hang for having thrown dyna­ 
m ite bombs, that, bursting, slew officers of 
the people, clothed w ith authority by the 
people, and who were executing the will 
of the people. 
F o r all such philanthropic 
exertion to save an A narchist really good 
people m ust feel contempt. 
L et these 
sickly sentim entalists, who fear th at justice 
may have its way and choke to death the 
assassins who widowed the wives of faith­ 
ful officers and made orphans of the chil­ 
dren of men who were executing the law ; 
let these lachrymose people learn 
that 
there are poor by the ten thousand, the 
sick and destitute by the thousand, the 
lowly suffering, the unfortunate and the 
homeless by the m yriad in the land, who 
need succor, food, shelter from oncoming 
winter, kind words, m aterial aid 
and 
hum an sympathy. 
Let these silly people, 
wasting their tears and their coin over the 
wretches doomed to die on the 13th of 
December, turn their attention to the 
needy and the orphan, the weary workers 
for crusts, and find a boundless field for the 
exercise of their sym pathies and the emp­ 
tying of their purses. 
These sentim ental 
boobies, who snivel over the Iiaym arket 
assassins, are really in need of missionary 
effort. 
T here ought to rise up a philan­ 
thropic school, the aim of which should 
be to rescue such idiots from themselves. 


Mn. P owtieri.y issued an order—and 
we must assume it to have been w ithin the 
scope of his authority— th at the striking 
workmen at Chicago should return to the 
packing-houses at the old hours, until fur­ 
th er consideration of the m atter of the 
strike has been had by the proper author­ 
ity of the O rder of which he is the head. 
But the strikers hesitate to obey-. 
“ We 
must 
have 
obedience 
and 
dis­ 
cipline,” 
exclaims 
Mr. 
Pow derlv; 
whereupon two 
of 
the 
local 
bodies 
of the O rder revolt and refuse obedience. 
Mr. Powderly is right. 
W ithout discip­ 
line the O rder is gone. 
T his first revolt 
may mean the beginning of the end. 
An 
organization th at is unable to enforce its 
decrees is valueless for good. 
It had been 
hoped that the K nights of Labor would 
prove a conservator of the best interests 
of the tradesmen— w ithholding them from 
excesses, separating from them utterly the 
communists and anarchists, and exercising 
influences wholly peaceable and th at would 
tend to lessen rather than augm ent the 
friction between capital and labor. 
B ut if 
the cohesive power of the organization 
cannot withstand open revolt against its 
constituted authority, little hope is to be 
entertained of the Order accomplishing 
the good its founders anticipated for it. 


E ver since the initial effort to erect a 
pedestal for the Bartholdi statue, the his­ 
tory of the work and of the placing of the 
colossal figure has been a series of mortify­ 
ing halts. 
After a vain struggle to raise 
the money needed to complete the pedes­ 
tal, grade the grounds and set up and in ­ 
augurate the statue, Congress was 
ap­ 
pealed to, and supplied the sum lacking— 
some $55,000. 
Now that the figure has 
been erected, and the ceremonies of dedi­ 
cation performed, another h alt has been 
ordered on account of lack of funds to pay 
for lighting the torch. 
W hen Congress 
meets, a perm anent lig h t will unquestion­ 
ably be established on Bedlow’s Island, and 
the statue designated as the light-house. 
But until th at is done, it seems hopeless to 
expect the torch to be lighted. 
The pa­ 
triotism of the New York people has been 
appealed to, but w ith even less success 
than attended the begging for money for 
the pedestal. 
Only the mean sum of a 
couple of thousand dollars is needed, but 
not even half th at am ount has been of­ 
fered. 
T his “statue business” is the first 
instance we can recall w herein the A m eri­ 
can people failed to m aintain patriotic 
pride because of the nominal cost involved. 
The French donors m ust be mortified to 
learn th at their superb gift to Am erica is 
so cavalietlv treated. 


W it h the returns thus far made, and no 
likelihood of m aterial change as to Con­ 
gressmen, it is evident th at tiie Republi­ 
cans have secured five of th e six Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress to which this State 
is entitled. 
I t is gratifying to know th at 
three of these are second-termers. 
The 
Congressman who has served his State one 
term in the House is much better quali­ 
fied for service than a newcomer, for the 
new Representative can scarcely get a 
hearing or command the attention of the 
House in his first term . 
Such is th e tra­ 
ditional 
custom of th at representative 
body to ignore and subordinate new mem­ 
bers.

The sixth annual Fruit-Growers’ Con­ 
vention of the State of California m et in 
the Assembly Chamber of the State Capitol 
yesterday at 10 a. m. Owing to the fact 
that a large num ber of delegates would ar­ 
rive on the noon trains no business was 
transacted, but a recess taken until 2 p. m. 
At that hour the Convention was called 
to order by Elwood Cooper, President of 
the State Board of H orticulture. 
Among those present the following were 
noted members of the H orticultural Com­ 
mission : Elwood Cooper, President, Santa 
Barbara; General M. G. Vallejo, Treasurer, 
Sonoma ; W m. M. W illiams, Fresno; Rev. 
N. R. Peck, Placer; W. G. Klee, Inspector 
F ruit Pests, and A. H . W ebb, Secretary, 
San Francisco; Solomon Runyon, H. Ker- 
cheval, W m. Jagan, Courtland ; J. A. W il­ 
cox. A. Block, Santa Clara ; Jas. L. Shinn, 
Niles; Hon. A. P. H all, P ino; A. Mertez, 
Roseville; Milton Thomas, J. Chapman, 
B. M. Lelong, Los Angeles; H . W einstock, 
P. E. Platt, Robert W illiamson, J. Routier, 
M atthew Cooke, Sacram ento; F . H. Buck, 
J. K. Buck, L. W. Buck, V acaville; A. T. 
Hatch, Suisun ; A. F. Abbott, M arysville;

A. T. Perkins was elected as an assistant 
to the Secretary of the Com’mission ; A. H. 
Webb, P. W. Butler, of Placer, and I. A. 
Wilcox, of Santa Clara, were elected Vice­ 
Presidents. 
Messrs. Cooper, Steadier, H atch, Thomas 
of Los Angeles and Thomas of Visalia 
were elected as revisory committee on pro­ 
gramme. 
The Chairm an, byr way of an opening 
address, said : 
This will be the 6ixth annual Convention of 
Fruit-growers, and the second held under the 
auspices of the State Hoard of Horticulture. 
We have met here to exchange views on the 
subject of fruit-growing—to discuss every phase 
of the subject, that we may be better informed 
aud more united, that in the end our etiorts will 
be crowned with greater success. 
The loss of time, the waste oi money and dis­ 
couragements that urise for want of knowledge, 
in the growing of fruits, is probably greater 
than in any other business; consequently, the 
greater importance that we inform ourselves. 
We are not here, my fellow-citizens, merely to 
make a display of our knowledge, or to place 
ourselves in a false jiosition in trying to impress 
upou our hearers self devotion or riper experi­ 
ence, but to give out the little we kuow in a 
frank and candid nmuncr. Let us be governed 
in our discussions with the greatest liberality 
towards each other, and give to every’ in­ 
dividual 
the 
full 
measure 
of value 
as 
estimated by the author in his or her experi­ 
ment; let us put our minds in a passive state so 
as to receive more light, that we can return to 
onr homes edilied aud thankful ior this meet­ 
ing. 
1 shall not attem pt to enlarge upon the sub­ 
ject of fruit culture, for the reason that every 
branch of the subject lias been ably discussed, 
with figures given to prove the comparative 
value with other productions. The special ad­ 
vantages claimed for every part of the State 
are fully presented, so that it is left for me only 
to refer you to those articles. 
I call your attention to the report of the State 
Agricultural Society for 1885. First, the essay of 
Dr. H. Latham, page 1st: the address of Senator 
J. A Filcher, page 11»::. Following this at page203 
we have the fruit products of 1885. w ith a general 
outline of the whole business by Geo. W. Meade 
& Co. For the prosperity of " Southern Calilor- 
nia,” the address oí Jos. D. Lynch, page 420. I 
beg also to call your attention to the compila­ 
tion of Sergeant James A. Barwiek in the same 
report, page 276. on the climatic effect of the 
north wind. 
it is not my purpose in this place to criticise 
any of the statements made, but I caution and 
warn you all against the enemies of successful 
fruit-growing. What we want is individual suc­ 
cess, financially, in what we have alreadv 
planted, and every probability of success in 
tuithcr planting, if we desire to enlarge our 
orchards. In my present state of mind, I could 
not do better than read to you the mcst part of 
my opening address at the Convention held in 
Los Angeles one ycarago. The subject presents 
itself exactly as it did then. I therefore refer 
you to that address. 
We have made some progress during the year, 
but it is not r.t all flattering. In the southern 
counties, where the greatest alarm exists as to 
the ravages of the Icerya purchasi, commonly 
called the white scale, no certain method or 
remedy has been adopted. It is still an experi­ 
ment aud an undetermined problem. As to the 
"black scale” on the olive, nothing certain 
has 
been 
developed at a moderate cost. 
The “ codiin moth 
is extending its ravages; 
large apple-growers are more or less discour­ 
aged. New insects and blights have appeared, 
climatic difficulties never before experienced 
in southern counties have destroyed nearly all 
the deciduous fruits. 
Olive orehauls 
that 
should have been full of fruit, have nothing 
from the same cause. The English walnut to a 
very great extent bears very poor crops, with se­ 
rious lujury to the trees. The orauge, lemon aud 
lime have doue well. 
The season opeucd early in November witli 
with copious rains, followed with warm and 
pleasant weather, ami a like condition extend­ 
ing to the spring, giving us an aggregate rain­ 
fall of 20vg inches. All cultivators were jubi­ 
lant over the prospects, and yet it lias proved 
to Ik; the only failure in Santa Barbara county 
since I have been there—a period of sixteen 
years. 
The climatic conditions so unfavorable to the 
fruit crops was the result of a heavy rainfall of 
two inches April lOtIi and 11th, followed by a 
cold north wind lasting four davs without ceas­ 
ing. The ground being wet and cold, the flow 
of sap was arrested. 
The cold and severe wind robbed the small 
twigs and branches ot the sap contained in 
them, so that they were shriveled up. compara­ 
tively speaking, dry* and dead. In some vari­ 
eties of trees there was not vitality enough left 
to renush the sup and produce a natural growth. 
Cherry trees iu full bloom had the appearance 
of being scorched with fire. English walnut 
trees were a long time in recovering, and in 
many orchards the branches were killed back 
trom one to five and six feet. It is extremely 
doubtful whether such trees can ever entirely 
recover. Nearly all varieties of peaches, ex­ 
cepting a few seedlings, tailed. Plums the 
sam e; apples, to a certain extent, a failure; 
pears suffered less than most deciduous fruits. 
The almond, being in full leaf and the fruit 
formed, was not injured. The same w as the 
cose with the early apricot. Very late trees 
were not injured, as the time for the sap to flow 
had not arrived. The Eastern black walnut, as 
an example, never did better than this year. 
English walnut orchards, where well protected 
by high hills and torest trees, on well-drained 
land, were but little injured. 
The marketing of fruits was discussed at 
greater lengtn at our lost Convention than any 
other subject. The Frti t Onions seemed to be 
the panacea for disastrous results trom low 
prices, but the expectations of growers have not 
been entirely realized. It is true good results 
have been realized in southern counties from 
the orange crop, but other carnes have aided— 
lower freights, a small crop, and heavy frosts in 
the south Atlantic coast, destroying all the 
Florida oranges. In the disposal oi fruits much 
wise counsel is needed : more united effort and 
greater harmony is esicntial if we wish success. 
The prices obtainable for the nut crop have 
Ikcu about one cent the pound higher than the 
j ast two years, with a very active marker. 
With reference to the experiments as men- 
tinucd on page three of the report of last year’s 
Convention, I will state that spraying with ice 
water was only a waste of money. Spirits of 
turpentine killed all the insects, took ail the 
leaves from the tree, hut did no other apparent 
injury. The kerosene oil wash was a success. 
The State Board of Horticulture are now pre­ 
paring the biennial rejiort. It will contRin all 
the transactions of the Los Angeles Convention, 
as well as a fu.l leiwrt of this, also the reports 
of theluspcctors. We will have a large number 
printed, that the fruit-growers throughout the 
State cau have tlie benefit of the valuable in­ 
formation contained iu the same. We hope to 
have them ready for distribution early iu the 
coming year. 
The subjects for discussion or your consider­ 
ation, our Board have arranged in a printed 
programme, as follows:

1. The inexpensive remedies to apply for the 
destruction of insect pests, how to apply, the 
time to apply, and the cost. 
2. The cultivation, the priming, the time to 
prune. 
3. Proper Jaws to prevent the spread of insect 
pests.

1. The care in selection, the kind and size of 
packages, the m arketing and shipping. 
2. The proper time to gather the different 
kinds of fruits, the curing, etc. 
3. How the fruit-growers are to dispose oi their 
fruits without coming in competition with each 
other as to prices for the same quality and kinds 
of frails. 
T H V reO A Y FORENOON. 
1. The best varieties of the different kinds of 
fruits to meet the wauls of consumers in the 
different seasons. 
2. The actual demand and probability of in­ 
crease. 
S. The encouragement to new planters to con­ 
fine themselves to such fruits as are not in suf­ 
ficient supply, or in excess, aud to those that 
the consumption appearsto be for the time being 
unlimited. 
FRIDAY. 
1. Protection to fruit industry. 
Fridav afternoon arrangements will be made 
for holding the next annual meeting. 
Thursday afternoon and .Saturday will he de­ 
voted to such other business as may arise. 
Time lor reading essays, and the discussion of 
same, to be determined hereafter. 
P. W . Butler, of Pino, offered the follow 
ing. which was unanim ously adopted : 
Jttvolred. That the President ot this Conven­ 
tion is requested to invite the Hon. Leiand 
Stanford to attend this Convention when con­ 
venient, and, if possible, on Wednesday next. 
The Secretary read a lengthy essay on 
the outlines of orange culture by Jam es 
Belton. The essay was quite lengthy, and 
as the Secretary could not read the writing 
very well it took nearly an hour to get 
through w ith it. 
It was written in the 


interest of southern California. 
It was 
crilicised by a num ber, who differed m a­ 
terially with the author upon m any propo­ 
sitions, but more especially as to the locali­ 
ties where they can be grown successfully. 
One gentleman objected to calling the 
W ashington navels Riversides. You m ight 
as well call them Sacramentos, Newcastles 
or Red Bluffs. They are a variety obtained 
by slips from W ashington. 
Mr. Chapman, of San Gabriel, stated bow 
he irrigated and cared for his orange trees. 
Each tree was basin irrigated. The soil is 
gravelly, and in many eases hard-pan is 
found twelve inches beneath the surface. 
They could not irrigate in ditches, becanse 
the soil would wash and the porns, gravelly 
soil would take the water like a sieve. 
General Vallejo said he planted orange 
seed in Sonoma county over fifty years ago. 
The seed was obtained from Acapulco. He 
raised fifteen or twenty trees, which at 
nine years of age were ten feet high, and 
commenced bearing large, luscious and 
sweet oranges. 
H e thought the climate 
and soil of northern and Central California 
was peculiarly well adapted to the culture 
of citrus fruits. 
Another gentleman said it was not in the 
latitude or longitude, but the soil, tlie 
winds, the locality. 
In the town of Los 
Gatos the oak and the orange clasped bands 
across the streets. 
N. R. Peek said he lived in Los A n­ 
geles in 1885, and in December of that year 
saw a heavier frost than he ever saw at 
Ophir, in Placer county, where he had re­ 
sided m any years. 
His trees, planted in 
1861, were thrifty, and bear an abundance 
ot fruit. They were all seedlings. 
Mr. LeLong, of Los Angeles, said lie did 
not deny that there was frost in the Los 
Angeles section. Real estate agents claimed 
that they were free from frosts. H e was 
not in the real estate business; 
he bad no 
lots to sell, and he would adm it that they 
did occasionally have a frost—heavy and 
seveie ones, too. W e also have high winds 
occasionally. 
Mr. W illiamson said : “ All of our foot­ 
hills, for a distance of 300 mi les, can grow 
oranges, and grow them successfully. They 
w ant a deep, rich, loose, kind soil, and that 
is what this section affords, together with a 
suitable climate.” 
Mr. Wilcox, Mr. LeLong, Mr. Thomas, 
Mr. Peek, General Vallejo and Mr. Chap­ 
m an discussed the question of frost at con­ 
siderable length. 
A t 5 p. it. the Convention adjourned to 9 
a. m. to-day.

The following review of the Chicago 
m arket for California fruits, issued by 
Amory Bigelow, of that city, on the 10th 
inst., and received by II. W einstock, will 
be of interest to our readers. H e says ; 
Titis m arket for California dried fruits, 
during the past week, has been on the 
whole very satisfactory, and the sales have 
been about equal to the receipts. 
Raisins 
have been a little later getting to m arket 
than we expected, which has given the 
foreign some advantages. 
The quality, 
however, of the receipts of California 
raisins is excellent, and show greater care 
in packing than heretofore. The demand 
for them is pood, and we are convinced of 
their constant growth in popular lavor 
with the consumer, as we have succeeded 
in opening some trade for them this seasoD, 
which has utterly refused to buy them 
heretofore. Tlie sales for spot raisins are 
now exceeding our receipts. 
Prunes have been selling freely at satis­ 
factory prices, although French prepared, 
GO to 80, are selling as low as 8 cents. W ith 
a little more tare on tlie part of our Cali­ 
fornia friends in grading ami packing, we 
can hold this m arket, and command a pref­ 
erence finally for the California product, 
for the best grades are fully equal in flavor 
and are more meaty' than the French, al­ 
though our Eastern lrtends mostly pretend 
to think otherwise. B ut that is natural 
with them , for they are mostly prejudiced 
in favor of anything that is foreign. 
Toe season for oranges is now just com­ 
mencing from Florida. Our first car was 
shipped from their on the 6th, and our 
shippers inform us th at the crop will not 
be over half of an average one. Our main 
dependence in this m arket will be on Cali­ 
fornia, towards which we shall bend our 
every effort, and m uch will depend on our 
friends in grading and packing their fruit, 
for, w ith few exceptions, carelessness in 
packing has been the sad experience we 
have had to contend with. 
We are con­ 
structing, at considerable expense, an im ­ 
proved 
m achine 
for cleaning sm utty 
oranges and lemons, and will be prepared 
the coming season to clean all such fruit at 
a small additional expense, without in the 
least injuring its keeping qualities, and in­ 
crease the m arket vaine 75 cents to $1 per 
box. 
W e m ake our quotations on to-day’s 
m arket as follows:

Muscats, $2 50; Emperors, $2 75, per 40- 
pound crate.

SALE OF MEDITERRANEAN FRUITS. 
The following 
letter concerning the 
m arketing of M editerranean fruits in onr 
Eastern cities, and w ritten by the largest 
consignees of foreign grapes, will also be of 
live interest to our fruit growers. 
It was 
addressed to Mr. W einstock, on the date 
given, after his visit to the firm, in exam in­ 
ing the problem of finding ready sale of 
all our prime California fru its; 
New York, September 28, ISSG. 
Dear Sir: In accordance with your wish tve 
beg to give you a few points on 
Almeria 
(Malaga i grapes iu our market. 
Imports have steadily grown until we have 
had in one season 112,005 barrels, 50 pounds 
net, arrive in this city. I,ast year and the year 
before, owing t*> the serious rains in Almería 
in the end of September, which utterly ruined 
the half crop lett on tlie vines ttie receipts 
itere were only atxmt 50,000 to 60,000 barrels, 
but this season’s crop being early and no rain 
at all up to the 26th instant, as per our cable 
from the American ftonsul at Almcria, we be­ 
lieve receipts will run over 125,000 barrels, if 
not 150,000. This, of course, provided no rains 
come up to say October 15th, when the crop 
will be all gathered. 
Boston receives about 
one-eighth of what comes here, and Phila­ 
delphia aud Baltimore say onc-cighth between 
them. 
This fruit is always packed in barrels, made 
of oak sent out froth the southwest via New Or­ 
leans, and packed in tine cork dust, which pre­ 
serves it. 
We have kept Almcria grapes iu 
sound order until May iu our storehouses, it is 
6ent here for account of the grow crs in Almcria 
and vicinity, each man naving his own mark 
and dealing with us here direct, without the 
intervention ot anybody. We have now over 
115 different parties shipping us from Almcria. 
Prices in the past two seasons on prime trait 
ranged from S6 toSS per barrel, and $1 to Í5 on 
common to fair y good. Duty is 20 per cent, on 
value in Almería, and freight is about 50 cents 
per narrcl, so the shiprcrs have had returned to 
them say about 15 cents to 12 cents per pound 
on t- e finest, and 6 to 7 cents on common 
quality. We know that our returns have been 
most satisfactory to the shippers, and more will 
come each year, still the more we receive the 
larger grows the demand, and every grocer iu 
every little town this side oi Chicago has a tew 
bairelsof Almerías always on hand tosupply 
the constantly increasing demand. 
We arc just at the commencement of the new 
season. First arrivals of any consequence are 
here to day, say atiout 7 000 barrels 
Arrivals 
will continue until January 1st. so the who e 
campaign covers hut three months. 
All this fruit is sold at auction here imme­ 
diately on arrival, and we have buyers come 
from all jaunts within 100 miles to bid ; competi­ 
tion does the rest. Our buyers scatter it all 
over the country, and they seem never to be 
full, always willing to bid for more. The auc­ 
tion is the only true way to dispose of perish­ 
able fruit, we always get the full market value 
because w have from 100 to 300 of tlie sharpest 
fruit-dealers daily at our sales, and as we have 
sotd all of our importations iu this auction-room 
for tlie past seventeen years we think we may 
venture an opinion ot its worth. 
We neglected to say above that, in our opin­ 
ion, prices will be somewhat lower here this 
season because (unless rains come in Almcria) 
it is probable that we shall have steady, large 
arrivals, alt of prime quality, and if our market 
is glutted the good prices of jiast two seasons 
will not be had. However, we believe the Al­ 
mería shipper will surely realize more than 
double what you told us many of the geutlemen 
in California would receive for their handsome 
fruit.

official vote of H um boldt county for Gov­ 
ernor and Congressmen, bat omits the re­ 
turns upon the other State officers ; 
E ureka. November 15th.—The official 
count of H um boldt county is as follows: 
Swift 1,577, Bartlett 1,478, Garter 1,934, 
Thompson 1,503. 
This makes a gain of 399 for Swift, but 
in the calculations already given Bartlett's 
plurality was based ujion a supposed Re­ 
publican majority of about 409 in H um - 
b ;ldt county.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Clunie Opera House. 
At the Clunie, this evening and during 
the week, W. 0. Coup ifc Co.’s “ Equescur- 
riculum,” will be the attraction, introduc­ 
ing a large number of wonderfully trained 
horses, ponies, mules, dogs, etc., and giving 
an entertainment of a novel and exceed­ 
ingly interesting character. The San Fran­ 
cisco Call of October 10th had the following 
reference to a performance given in that 
city: “ Those present were interested and 
even quite delighted by what they saw. 
The animals letch and carry at the bidding 
of the ‘ master of horse,’ detect and draw 
from concealment handkerchiefs of differ­ 
ent colors, taking the color as it is named; 
they sit down, balance themselves, swing, 
answer a knock at the door, deliver letters, 
wipe with a sponge figures from a black­ 
board, engage in an artillery fight, dis­ 
charging a small cannon, lashed on the 
back of each, by means of a laynard which 
is seized between the animal’s teeth. The 
crowning feat of all is the ‘ fire escape.’ 
The curtain rises to the clanging of an 
‘ alarm,’ a house is discovered in ñames, 
and suddenly a white horse dashes in and 
up an ascent which is blazing, enters the 
burning building, where a lady is seen in 
a perilous position and imploring help. 
This comes in the shape of what Julia, in 
‘ The Hunchback,’ calls 1 a welcome steed.' 
The lady quickly mounts on the back of 
her four-looted deliverer and is borne 
through the flames in safety. It is an ex­ 
citing act, and is interesting, also, from the 
fact that a horse can be taught to face fire 
without becoming crazy, as is the case 
under ordinary circumstances. A burnt 
stable generally means the destruction of 
most of the horses stalled there at the time 
of the fire. Mr. Coup has sixteen horses 
in his ' school,’ ten of which are calico 
broncos, and they appear to be the most 
bidable of all his equine pupils. Each of 
the animals has particular points of excel­ 
lence in its training, and they vary in their 
attainments as men do. They ought to 
prove a mine of wealth to their patient 
owner and skillful trainer.”

Sacramento Flouring Mids. These “ cy­

as attachments to carry off the dust from 
grain, being much superior, it is claimed, 
to anything heretofore in use for that pur­ 
pose." The present shipment is the first of 
them ever brought to this coast, and from 
their name the clerks at the freight depot 
immediately apprehended trouble. The 
machines are harmless looking enough, but 
“ all the same,” they contained the seed of 
atmospheric disturbances, which under our 
wonderfully productive climate, immedi­ 
ately developed into a genuine Western 
blizzard, whieh has been pouncing upon us 
for the past two days, ruthlessly toying 
with the flowing locks of pedestrians and 
causing the involuntary use of an endless 
number of expletives and swear words that 
don’t belong to our semi-tropical region. If 
these imported cyclone machines don’t get 
acclimated nnd the weather moderatesoon, 
there will be riotous demonstrations, and, 
together with O'Donnell’s Chinese, they’ll 
have to g o .

Hannan, a young man raised in Sacra­ 
mento, and a promising member of the bar, 
died last Sunday, after a lingering illness, 
having been a sufferer from consumption 
for many years.

The City Attorney Gives a Written 
Opinion on the Bond Question. 
The Board of City Trustees met in reg­ 
ular session yesterday, all the members 
present. 
. 
G. W. Hancock, one of the Directors of 
the State Board of Agriculture, appeared 
before the Board and asked for an exten­ 
sion of time for the building of the side­ 
walk on the north side of H street, from 
Twentieth to Twenty-third. 
The matter was referred to Trustee Ryan, 
who will extend all the favors possible un­ 
der the law, but will insist upon the con­ 
struction of the much-needed walk within 
a reasonable length of time. 
Some time ago Samuel E. Davis and 
George E. Bates presented demands against 
the city for interest upon certain coupons. 
The matter was referred to the City Attor­ 
ney, who, associated with ex-City Attorney 
W. A. Anderson, yesterday filed the fol­ 
lowing written opinion witii the Board : 
“ The question of the ultimate liability 
of the city of Sacramento for interest on 
coupons after maturity is not free from 
complication. In the cases of Freehill vs. 
Porter and Davis vs. Porter (3 West Coast 
Reporter, paces 780-1), the counsel for the 
respondent Porter invoked the statute of 
limitations, it appearing that the coupons 
set out in the petition for mandate were 
more than four years overdue. In support 
of this defense, the cases of Clark vs. Iowa 
City (20 Wallace U. S . 583), Amy vs. 
Dubuque (9S U. S., 470), Koshkonong vs. 
Burton (25 Albany, L. J., 470) were relied 
on, and in which cases it was held that 
coupons bore interest after maturity, and 
for that reason the statute of limitations 
would run against them. 
“ The Supreme Court of this State, in the 
cases of Freehill and Davis, supra, held that 
the coupons of the 1858-9 bonds are not 
subject tojthe statute of limitations, because 
the city authorities failed to provide the 
necessary funds for their payment at ma­ 
turity, and the statute would not commence 
to run until the funds were in the treasury, 
properly applicable to their liquidation. 
“In the case of Davis vs. Porter, supra, the 
Supreme Court included interest on cou­ 
pons in the judgment. Counsel for the 
city moved for a modification of that judg­ 
ment, and the Court, in the case of Davis 
vs. I’orter (6 West.Coast Reporter, 240), de­ 
cided that the City Treasurer, in that pro­ 
ceeding. could not be compelled to pay in­ 
terest on coupons. Under the Consolida­ 
tion Act of 1858, and in the Charter of 1803, 
no authority appears for any interest on 
coupons. The only provisions are for an­ 
nual interest, and mandate will not lie for 
any other. 
“ The real safety for the city, therefore, 
lies in the provisions of the Act of 1858, 
and which are incorporated in the Charter 
of 1803; that the city nor any of its officers 
cannot be sued or subject to any process, 
original, mesne or final, upon any action or 
proceeding based upon the bonds or cou­ 
pon of 1858 9. 
“ The only remedy that can be invoked 
is the writ of mandate, and which can only 
be based upon some plain and express pre­ 
vision of some law, and the failure of the 
city authorities tocomply therewith. There 
being no express provision with regard to 
interest on coupons, and no fund provided 
for the same, no mandate would lie against 
any officer of the city. Neither is there 
any authority whereby mandate could be 
called into requisition to enforce the levy 
or collection of a tax to create such a fund. 
Holding those views, I recommend that the 
Board of Trustees decline the modest re­ 
quest of those coupon-holders who are de­ 
manding interest on coupons overdue. It 
is not necessary to consider the question— 
whether the coupons bear interest or not. 
The point for the Board to consider is : Is 
there any present liability for any such in­ 
terest, and to that, for reasons above given, 
I say noenforcible liability exists.”

The total velocity of wind as recorded on 
the Signal Strvice self-regulating animom- 
eter for each eight hours of the blow, up to 
8 o’clock last night, was as follows : Total 
velocity from 12 m. to 8 p. m .

highest, 36 miles per hour; making a total 
velocity from 12 m. Sunday to 8 o'clock 
last night of 682 miles, or on average 
hourly velocity of 23milea during the 32 
hours ending S o’clock last night. 
A very light barometer, accompanied by 
a falling temperature and northwesterly 
winds, prevailed during the last 32 hours 
from Tatoosh to San Francisco. 
The 
high winds are bounded by tiie country 
that incloses Cape Mendocino, Red 
Bluff, Sacramento, San Francisco and 
Keeler, which might be said to be the 
entire portion of Central California. 
The highest and lowest temperature in 
Sacramento yesterday were 62° and 40°. 
The air yesterday was very dry. although 
it contained a small amount of moisture. 
According to the manner in which the 
temperature at that point moisture in the 
shape of dew would be deposited, was ob­ 
tained by the Signal Service process yester­ 
day, shows that the thermometer would 
have to be suddenly reduced to about 12° 
above zero before the slightest amount of 
moisture could be precipitated from the 
rapidly rotating northwesterly atmosphere 
yesterday; in other word9,the temperatnre 
of the dew poiut ranged from 12° to 18°, 
The weather was clear but very disagree­ 
able.

He Cut Off Six Years. 
Governor Stoneman has released two 
more prisoners from the State Prison at 
San Quentin. In September, 1884, in the 
Superior Court of Fresno county, B. F. 
Lewis and R. N. Burford were convicted 
along with two other men of grand larceny 
—the stealing of a cow. They were prose­ 
cuted by the Farmers’ and Stockmen’s 
Association, who employed able-counsel 
and left no stone unturned to make a 
strong case against them. They were sen­ 
tenced to a term of eight years each in the 
penitentiary. At that time the sentence 
was pronounced excellent. But two years 
have slipped around, and now comes a 
petition signed by those who prosecuted 
and the Judge who committed them, to­ 
gether with the indorsement of the Board 
of Prison Directors, asking the Governor 
to pardon them, and it is done. If those 
two cattle thieves are to be let out after 
serving one-quarter of their term, what 
kind of justice is it that would conipl their 
confederates, the other two poor devils, to 
serve out their eight years sentence? 
What kind of a Judge is it that will send a 
man to prison for eight years and then 
turn around and ask the Governor to cut 
off six? Those and many such questions 
were asked yesterday when the matter was 
being discussed at the Capitol.
